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In October 2023 we saw an interesting pair of clogs advertised for sale on the eBay 
auction site. They had an unusual side clasp fastening, and were said to have been 
made by Sandra Turton, a former clogmaker of Skelmersdale, Lancashire. The clogs 
were advertised with Sandra Turton’s old price list. The style was not like any known 
to have been made by Sandra so we wondered whether the list had been matched to 
the wrong pair of clogs by the vendor. 


Fortunately Jane Mickelborough confirmed that she had made the clogs, and Sandra 
said she had not made them. We contacted the eBay vendor to suggest there was an 
error in the listing and it was corrected. Now we knew the correct maker we decided 
to buy the clogs and they arrived complete with Jane Mickelborough’s leaflet, which 
is reproduced here. (Sandra’s leaflet belonged with a different pair of clogs which the 
vendor advertised later.)

| make 4 traditional styles of clog — lace-up, one bar button, buckle and Blucher 
boot All these styles can be made in one of two toe shapes —_commons, (or 
round toes) and Duck toes. commons Duck toe. 


The clogs illustrated are all duck toes except the Blucher Boots which are 
commons. . 


The uppers are hand cut from natural vegetable tanned English hides and 
individually oiled and dyed. This means a wide range of standard colours: Black, 
dark brown, tan, red, maroon, blue and bottle green — and other colours are 
possible. 


The rough-cut uppers are then waxed, trimmed and the edges skived, before 
being hand stitched. The leather is then wetted and lasted — stretched and 
moulded over a wooden foot shape, burnished with a hot burnishing iron and left 
to dry. 


Once dry and while the upper is still on the last it is crimped — the pattern being 
cut into the surface of the leather. The pattern illustrated is my standard crimp 
pattern, each clogmaker having his own distinctive pattern. | also make two 
colour clogs, the ribbon pattern being in a second colour e.g. blue on a red clog. 


The uppers are clogged onto the soles — made usually of beech or sycamore, 
using brass nails around the fronts with a brass toe tin and iron nails round the 
heels. 


For general wear | recommend and fit rubber shods although morris dancers 
may require irons. If you want clogs for step dancing | will leave the soles plain — 
let me know of any special needs and | will try and help. 


Sizes 

As a guide, Clogs are usually a size smaller than shoe size, e.g. shoe size 5 would 
wear a clog size 4. When ordering please draw your foot outlines, measure over 
your instep (floor to floor) at its highest point and tell me your usual shoe size.

On receipt of your order and deposit | will send an acknowledgement with an 
approximate delivery date. When your clogs are ready I will send an invoice for the 
balance and despatch them on receipt of payment
